Mr. J. S. EDWARDS, residing 1228 West 6th Street, and insuraice salesman 
for the National Life Comoany, advised he had sold an insurancepolicy to 

a colored woman whose name was VICTORIA NABORS, who lives at 1021 East 
llth Street, Pine Bluff. He stated he had no information as to VICTORIA 
NABORS background or present activities, put he felt certain such informa- 
tion could be ascertained from the proprietor of a small grocery store 


located at 13th and Indiana Streets. 


Mr. GARLAND HUCKLEBY, proprietor of a small grocery store 
at 13th and Indiana Streets, was contacted and he stated he knew VICTORIA 
NABORS only by sight.

The following individuals were contacted in the near vicinity 
of Grady in an effort to determine the recent activities of TOMMIE THOMAS 
with negative results? Mr. GEORGE McFALL, Mr. JEFFREY JORDAN, and Mr. 
ALVIN GOGCINS o . 


Mr. WILLIAM ROGERS, bookkeeper for the H. R. Wood Mercantile 
Store, stated he knew no colored person by the name of TOMMIE THOMAS, but 
that he knew Mr. &. C. HARDIN had furnished a colored person by the name 
_of TOMMTIE THCMAS and details couldprobably be obtained from him. 


Mr. E. G. HARDIN, a gin operator, advised he furnished a 
colored person by the name of TOMMIE THOMAS and that-THOMAS lives on the 
CHARLIE CHARLES place across Bayou Bartholemew fromMrs. VIRGIF FITCH. 

He continued stating he knows nothing of the activities of THOMAS nor does 
he know any of his associates. Mre HARDIN said he had never heard of 

the Peace Movement to Ethiopia and thet he is positive such a movement 

has not progressed very far in the vicinity of Grady, Arkansas or he would 
have heard of it before this time. Mr. GOREE DENNIS, marshal, advised he 
knew no THOMAS nor had he heard of any peace movement to Ethiopia or 
Ethiopian Peace Movement. He advised also that TOMMIE THOMAS had never 
been in any trouble or he, DENNIS, would recall the name. 


Mre EH. E. BROCKMAN, operator of a. Senaxet store, aooutlo 
miles West of Grady, Arkansas, advised he has known TOMMIE THOMAS for 
approximately 27 years, though about 17 years of that time THOMAS spent 
in St. Louis, Missouri, returning to Grady about two years ago. Mr. BROCK- 
MAN stated he believed THOMAS to be an honest, hard working farmer and 
that he had never beenin any kind of trouble to his knowledge. He said 
that on a few occasions THOMAS has made a crop for him, BROCKMAN, and 
that their business relationship has always been very desirable. He 
went on to-say he believed THOMAS to. be a loyal American and that he 
(BROCKMAN) had never heard of the Ethiopian Peace Movement or the Peace 
Movement to E&hiopia. Mr. BROCKMAN suggested that R. P. KING, colored, 
also known as PORTER KING, the colored school teacher in that vicinity,

’ School, stated he haa known THOMAS for approxi mately 15 years and that 
THOMAS was an honest, hard working negro, Whom he had never known to

the Peace Movement to Ethiopia. ile said that THOMAS was president of the 
organization and that he, KING, was vice-president. He went on to say 
thet meetings were held in the local school house of which he had full 
cherge, and that everything was PROEreseane all right with the Onganlantton

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until THOMAS decided to post two armed guards outside of the school build- 
ing. He said the armed guards were to keep out all non-members and to 


‘refuse admittance to -any white peophe. KING said he, KING, strenuously 


objected and after a heated discussion in which a large number of the mem- 
bers participated, ‘the told THOMAS no more meetings of the organization 
could be held in the school building. KING stated THOMAS announced to the 
members that a meeting would be held the following night in the school 
building as had been-originally planned. 


KING advised that on the following night only THOMAS and 
his wife appeared at the school house for the scheduled meeting and since 
that time there has been no further attempt on the nart of THOMAS to 
organize the local for the Ethiopian Peace Movement. 


; TOMMIE THOMAS was interviewed at his home on the CHARLIE 
CHARLES place, located appramimately 10 miles west of Grady, Arkansas. 
He advised he knew a person,now known as Mrse VICTORIA NABORS, some 23 
or 24, yéars ago and that he attended school with her at Grady, Arkansas. 
He said Mrs. NABORS! maiden name was DOTTY{HUGHES , and the last time he 
had seen or talked to her was in 1919 as best he could recall. He went 
on to say that some time back he had been advised as to Mrs. NABORS | 
present whereapouts and he had made a notation of ner address, but tnat 
it had been misplaced or he had lost it since that time. THOMAS advised 
that, to his knowledge, Mrs. VICTORIA NABORS was in no way connected with 
the Ethiopian Peace Movement, the Peace Movement to Ethiopia, or Madam 
GORDON.

above named organizations, Mr. NORRIS, a Negro who is a college graduate, and 
has furnished. information to this office on other cases, stated further that he 
will make every attempt :to develop any pertinent data concerning this, and will 
advise this office:immediately. He stated that his only knowledge of these 
names was obtained from newspaper articles which he read. Negro newspapers pub- 
lishedwithin the San Antonio Field Division merely mentioned the arrest and 
trial of the above members and other than a short reference to the fact that 
they were to be prosecuted for Selective Service because no real cases were 
developed from the Sedition charges, no further comment was made. Other infer- 
mants of this office were unable to furnish any information of value conceming 
these persons or organizations named.

known as to whether the Peace. Movement~of Ethiopia has been proved to be 
a subversive organization. 


It would therefore be appreciated if the Bureau would advise 
whether the Bureau considers it advisable to conduct investigations | 

- at Dublin, Rentz, Gresston, Eastman and Caldwell (Cadwell), Georgia, 
concerning the possible activities of instant organization in those 
communities, There is no Caldwell, Georgia.

For your information this organization advocates 
the resettlement of negroes in Africa and contends they are citizens of 
Liberia and not of the United States. It also embraces Islamism. ‘The 
organization reputedly received financial support from Japan shortly after 
its founding, and Madam Gordon, the head of the group, corresponded with 
Japanese leaders. After the declaration of war she and other persons pro- 
minent in the organization became openly pro-Japanese and antagonistic toward 

_ the United States declaring that.on December 7, 1941, “one billion black 
people struck for freedon"..."that the Japanese were going to redeem the 
25 negroes from the white men in this country" and that "spoils of the United 
- States would be equally divided among Hitler and the Japanese". Many other

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He advised that WILLIAM GORDON had nothing whatsoever to do with his marriage, 
and that any statement that GORDON made to the effect that he did, was an wtrutho 
‘He related that he and Mrs. \SHRAD accompanied by a man named, JOHNSON who 
worked at the Indiana Harbor, and his future son in lav, EMERSON/SHRAD, went by 
way of automobile to Toledo, Ohio. He explained that his marriage took place in 
1982. He bore all of the expenses in connection with his wedding. — 


NAKANE, could not furnish the name of the daughter of a Japanese Nobleman, 
who was to be married to some Ethiopian Prince. He said that this particular in- 
stance had happened about ten or fifteen years ago, but the wedding never took 
place. 


At this time NAKANE advised the writer that his wife is a negro. He stated 
that he had worked many years in the organization of the Onward Movement of 
America and various other organizations which brought about the advancement of 
colored people, but that doring this time he had never received a penny from 
Japan. He related that payment of dues to thia organization financed the officers 
and organizers responsible for these organizations. 


It was observed by the writer that the subject in this case was extremely 


old and his mind is in a weakened condition. Often times simple questions had to 
be asked several times before a satisfactory answer could be arrived at.

Chicago, Illinois for conference with the United States Attorney on sats

Upon arrival in Chicago, ir. .arshall was given a known type- 
writing specimen and some additional questioned handwriting for the purpose 
of examination. fr. varshall advised the Bureau of these additional specimens 
and was instructed to proceed to Washington and conduct the examination in 
the Laooratory. Consequently “ir. Larshall returned to Washington, prepared 
the necessary photographs and.enlargements, conducted the examination and 
returned to Chicago on January 24, 1943. 


After further conferences with the United States Attorney and delays 
in opening the trial, lr. Larshall testified in the Federal Court, Chicago, 
Illinois on January 27 and 28 in the above-entitled case to the effect that 
specimens 916 and Q17 were typewritten on the typewriter of the defendant, 
bittie Maud Lena Gordon.

MIMO DE GUZMAN was interviewed at the Federal Correctional Institution 
at Sandstone, Minnesota, where he is serving a three year sentence for mail / 
fraud. He advised that he met Madam GORDON fiyst in Chicago in 1932. At that 
time, DE GUZMAN was lecturing for the U.N.I sep fnites: Negro Improvement Assoc— 
iation) and Madam GORDON was connected with this association. She talked to 
DE GUZMAN and convinced him to withdraw from the U.N.I. A., and-aid her in 
forming a new organization, the Peace Movement of Ethiopia. The purpose, as 
she explained at this time, was to secure an organization which would obtain 
the independence of the Negro people so that they could return and form an 
independent government in Africa. 


She advised that DE GUZMAN was to introduce himself as Dr. WEAKIS, a 


.Japanese, and that he was employed by the Japanese Government and yaid by the 


Japanese Consulate when, in fact, he was paid by Madam GORDON. Th purpose 

of this was to show the colored eon that the Japanese Government was in- 
terested in the problems of the colored people and would aid them in establish- 
ing a homeland: in Africa. 


DE GUZMAN advised that prior to the time Madam GORDON erganized the 
Movement, that she had made a trip to Africa, and on her return home, had 
stopped at Jamaica in the West Indies and there she had contacted some Japanese 
individuals who had promised her aid from the Japanese Government in carrying 
out the phate of the organizetion. 


Medan GORDON had introduced a Japanese by the name of TAKAHASHI to 


“DE GUZMAN while DE GUZMAN was still working for the U.N.I.A. in Chicago. DE 


GUZMAN at this time was lecturing for the U.N.I.A. with a Chinese individual,

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by the name of MX LIANG TAKAHASHI had approached these two and offered them 
both a one hundred dollar bill if they would make pro—Japanese statements in 
their lectures to the Negro people. TAKAHASHI is a Japanese from California, 
aman about 38 years of age, He stated that this was at the time that- there 
was so much incentive against the Japanese in this country, due to their con- 
flict with the Chinese. He. stated that after the meeting that night, the two 
of them had met TAKAHASHI in-a cafe in Chicago, at which time TAKAHASHI gave 
them each a hundred dollar bill for their trouble, 


After DE GUZMAN and Madam GORDON travelled throughout the country 


. organizing this Negro group, they were always aided by different Japanese men 


who would be speakers at.the meetings and would bring out the fact that -the 
Japanese and Negroes were brothers, and that they should not ever aid the 
United States in war against Japan; that if the Negroes would help the Japanese 
now, the Japanese Government would later aid them in the formation of their 
Government in Africa, and supply them with financial aid, ships and trans-- 
portation, and help in the development of the country. 


The theme that was carried through the meetings was that the Japanese 
and Negroes both originated in Arabia, the Negroes being sold into slavery and 
the Japanese going to Japan; thus, the Japanese and the Negroes were brothers . 
and that there was no cause for differonces between the two people; the Japanese 
were the best friends of the colored people. Madam GORDON would instruct the 
members that they had no quarrel with the Japanese; the Japanese were their 
friends; that none of her members should go into the Army, and at one meeting 


- she made a statement that if"any member disobeys my commands and goes into the

DE GUZMAN went on to state that they travelled throughout the country 
organizing this group. “Some places they organized it and called at the Peace

{ll the meetings were secret and no white psople were allowed to attend.

' doctors stationed in this country, and Japanese students at the Universities 
in this countrys There were almost always Japanese speakers at the meetings. 
These Japanese speakers would tell the colored people that their Government

TAKAHASHI had helped with the organization in Chicago and had then. gone

came a big worker in the organization in roit’and she did lots of promotional 
work in favor of the Japanese Government. The Detroit unit was financed by 
1, TAKAHASHI, who in turn received his money from a Japanese by the name of 
/pestesnss, Another Japanese by the name ceNanosia was also connected with 
Hthe organization and helped to finance it. Whe TAKAHASHI who organized in 
“Detroit, Michigan, is a Japanese about 65 years of age. 


A Negro by the name of NELSON, known as Brother NELSON, was directly 
under TAKAHASHI in the movement in Dechert. Michigan. After TAKAHASHI left 


a 
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Detroit, Brother NELSON took the organization over, and formed the Moorish 
Science Temple in Detroit. This organization is the same as the Peace Movement 
of Ethiopia. This was in 1934 or 1935. At the time of the organization of the 
Moorish Science Temple, the old P. M. of E, W. was more or less broken up and 
went out of existence, except for a small group which is still reported to be 
holding meetings in homes in Detroit. Madam TAKAHASHI remained in thc. Peace 
Movement of the Eastern World. 


TAKAHASHI made the. statement to DE GUZMAN that he had been sent here 
by the Blood Dragon Society to organize the colored people in the United States. 
DE GUZMAN advised that there was another Japancse, who was a doctor at the 
Grace Harper Hospital in Detroit, who also had been active in the organization. 


MADAM TAKAHASHI had told DE GUZMAN that she and her husband had gone 
to Canada and while there, had received money from a Japanese by the name of 
OKADA, to aid in the financing of a Detroit unit. Upon their return from 
Ganeda, each member of the Detroit unit was given a picture of OKADA» DE 
GUZMAN advised that he had never sven OKADA.

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DE GUZUAN advised that he had been in New Jersey in 1934, organizing 
for the P. M. of E. W. In this organization, he was aided by ROBERT JORDAN . 
and ASKEW THOMAS, The only organizations which they succeeded in forming in 
New Jersey was the one in Newark and another small one in Jersey City. He 
advised that one of these organizations is alive in New Jersey at the present 
time. Hs stated thet while the three of them were in New Jersey, they had 
succeeded in keeping the groups alive, but after he left in 1935, the organiza- 
tions continued to operate for a very short while, end then went out of exis~ 
tence, . a 8 


ROBERT JORDAN had gone to New York City,.where he organized a number 
of units. THOMAS and DE GUZMAN had helped organize in Buffalo, New Yorks; had 
organized one or two small units there, These wnits are still in operation, 
He stated that the group in Jersey City consisted of about 30 or 40 members 
while the one in Newark was about 80 or 100 members. In Newark, the meetings 
were held at 123 Prince Street and none of those meetings were held at the 
homes of the members, 


_ DE GUZMAN advised that during his organizations in New Jersey, he had 
gone by the name of Dr, TAKIS. He advised that the formal head of the organ— 
ization in New Jersey was. THOMAS, and that ho‘was still holding mectings in 
Newark in July of 1942, but not under the name of the P. M. of E. We. He was 
supposed to be teaching a class in Hebrew, THOM\S being a member of thé Hebrew 
religion. He advised that THOM\S was more organizing along religious lines, 


.and as far as he knew, he néver talked in favor of the Japanese. He was 
' Yadical on the economic situation of the Negroes, and did not appear to like 
“the Japanese any better than any other people. He advised thet THOMAS was 


always claiming that if the colored people wanted anything, they had to get 
out and work for it for themselves, and not depend upon Japan. As long as .. 
DE GUZMAN knew THOMAS, he never heard THOMAS talk about. the war or Army, and 


he does not know of THOMAS spreading any Japanese propaganda. 


In regard to the organization as a whole, DE GUZMAN advised that Madam 
GORDON had claimed that they had a total of over-a million members in: these 
organizations; that the organization did not have any one specific form of 
religion, and that the religion of the group depended on that specific Local 


“itself. The headquarters of the organization were at Hadam GORDON's store in 


Chicago, Illinois, Meetings were held there and weré also held in komes in 
Chicago. In Chicego, the orgenization was collecting money to prepare the 
people te return to Africa as a homeland. —_ 


DE GUZMAN advised that he had worked with Madam GORDON for a period 
of one year, until some time in 1933, and he had not sven her again until 
1939, when she was working for a Japanese by the name ofKNASHO. DE GUZMAN | 
advised that the P.M. of Ei We, the 'E. P. M., and the Mé S. T., are all 


organizations which Madam GORDON has helped organize. In' all these organizations, 


the Japanese have aided in financing. He advised that the M.S. T. was.first 


organized in 1933, at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and the head of this organization

! ._ with the P. M. of E. W. DE GUZMAN advised that although Madam GORDON was 
the apparent organizer and head of these movements, there were other in~ 

0 dividuals who were over her. DE GUZMAN advised that he did not know the 

' names of these pecple, but that Mrs, HENRIETTA DA ‘IS, address unknowm, Mr, 
ae SHEARLY of Philadelphia, and Mr. JAMES of. Gary, Indiana, were all over her, 
He advised that Mrs. GORDON could furnish complete information megarding the 
organizations, if she was so minded. 

“DE GUZMAN advised that in Washington, D. Ces some of the Japanese . 
individuals were meeting with the colored people at a place on 9th Street, near’ 
Rhode Island Avenue. He advised that these Japanese lived in Washington, ap- 
parently they were working there. He advised that. he does not know of any 
‘Japanese agents being employed by the U. S. Government in Washington, D. C.
